Claims 2, 6-10 15-19 and 21-24 are allowed as amended. The amendment overcomes the 
closest prior art by Soltzing (US 2004/0074779). The newly added claim-24 was fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. An updated search did not result in any new prior art of record. The 
prior art of record neither teaches nor fairly suggest an optoelectronic device comprising applicants 
specific layers and the structures. The examiner notes the limitations of "preferably", "in particular" and 
"for example" in claim-7 and finds them to be exemplary of the corresponding main groups and definite.
